How then can the 
interests of the townspeople of the 
prairie provinces be upheld by their 
eeven Liberal, Labor, and Conserva- 
tive members against the thirty-six 
elected agrarians? And what kind of 
settlements are to be expected? It 
may bg retorted that the Eastern 
Liberals will know how to handle 
the situation; but It is at least doubt- 
ful whether the West loves the East, 
enough to make such assistance ru 


ceptabie. 
Edmonton's Case } 

The case of Edmonton and district 
fs typical. The city is divided into 
three sections: Edmonton South 
(Strathcon1); Edmonton East, and 
Edmonton West; and the several sec- 
tions extend outwards so as together 
to embrace the surrounding agricul 
tural territory eg far ag the next 
electoral districts, similarly constitu- 
ted. Ti.us each of these sections in- 
cludes a mixed constituency of urban, 
and rural populations, the specific 
tnterestg of which are necessarily 
antagonistic, and can only be recon- 
ciled by mutual compromise. Yet. in 
each of these gtctions, a farmers’ can- 
didate has been returned; and the 
city—the capital city of the Province 
—is represented only by the cham- 
pions of ita natura! antagonists. 

The average farmer not unreagon- 
ably considers that his affairs have

City’a Dilemma 

Recently the city counci! agreed as 
@oon as the military lease of the 
®@trathcona hospital had expired, to 
hand over the building to the univers- 
ity under the terms of the old Strath- 
oone agreement with the university. 

During the mayoralty of J. A. 
Clarke, an agreement was concluded 
‘with the military authorities to the 
effect that if they gave up the use of 
the Strathcona hospital they could 
claim the use of the new wing of the 
Royal Aleyandra hospital, and also 
eéministrative offices. Thus the city 
can in reality be now denied the use 
of both institutions. 

Hospital Still Wanted 

However, it seems that the military 
may not be in a violent hurry to give 
up the Strathcona hospital, as a let- 
ter from the department was received 
by council on Friday, which said that 
there were now 160 beds occupied 
at the Strathcona hospital, while there 
were only 80 beds at the new wing of 
the Royal Alexandra hospital. It 
‘was added that an officer from the 
coreeent would visit the preic‘cos 
before any definite announcement 
‘wis made as to giving up the hospital. 

There is also a fine legal point in 
respect to the Strathcona hospital be- 
ing turned over to the university. 

The usuel practice in dealing with 


agreements is for two or more copies | 


to be made and executed, and one is 
kept by each of the contracting part- 
jes. 

When the agreement was made be- 
tween the city of Strathcona and the 
university the agreement was signed 
by Strathcona and then turned over 
to the university. That apparently 
was the last ever seen of it until it 
‘was produced by Professor Tory at 
the recent council meeting. 

No Copy In Sight 

City Clerk Cox who was city clerk 
for Strathcona at the time, has never 
been in possession of a copy on be- 
half of the city, nor has he had any 
return of the original. 

Under the circumstances some of the 
city official are inclined to ask if 
there ie not some little doubt as to the 
validity of the agreement.

1000, and last year went behind on 
that score something more than 
$3,357,000. The emount allowed 
for depreciation up to the end o 
|the year was in excess of $3,158,- 
000. The actual cash loss on the 
fleet up to the close of the year 
! thus stands at about $10,500,000. 
It has been estimated by ship-own- 
ers who are also members of Par- 
liament that the ships last year 
could have been replaced for at 
‘most two-thirds of what they 
cost. The total capital investment 
~an to $73,571,000 in round fig- 
ures. The shrinkage due to de- 
flated cost of construction thus 
works ovt at $24,527,000. All told 
he merchant marine therefore re- 
presents a loss to the country of 
$34,962,000; or nearly half what 
the vessels actually cost, and con- 
siderably more than half what 
they could be sold for. The sooner | 
the Government gets out of that 
branch of communistic enterprise 
the better.
